tional banks. This sum has not been 
drawn upon since the general mobiliza- 
tion, but should a dav arrive when the 
prosperity of the nation was in danger, 
the government would not hesitate to 
resort to a supreme decision to draw 
upon this reserve at the banks.

\VE HAVE commented on action just taken 
by the Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
country which, when carried out to its log- 
ical conclusion, will tone up the ethics of a 
very important section of the business world. 
Tomorrow at the National Association of 
Credit Men, in session at Cincinnati, a com- 
mittee on commercial ethics is to make 
recommendations respecting new standards 
of conduct in that business so far at least as 
they govern activities of creditors in the administration of solvent 
estates. Later action, for or against, the ethical code to be recom- 
urended, will determine the sense of moral responsibility of men 
whose duties in the business world are extremely: important. They 
rate with approximate accuracy the integrity of buyers in a great 
variety of businesses, they determine the terms on which credit 
shall be extended, and also the policies to be pursued when credits 
have been unwisely granted. How, then, are they now urged to 
define what shall be accounted by credit men as indefensible con- 
duct? Anything in litigation that would be deemed improper and 
unprofessional if it were done by a lawyer is to be so judged it 
it is done by a credit man. Detection and legal punishment of men 
who are guilty of fraud in business is imperative. But help given 
to “an unfortunate but innocent debtor to help him to rise’ is 
equally important, in the opinion of the committee on ethics. In 
times of. trouble, the man who needs extension of credit has a 
natural right to appeal to his fellow business man, expecting advice 
and assistance. If the debtor’s assets are to be administered, all, 
and not a few insistent, rapacious creditors must cooperate equit- 
ably to that end. “To fail in such a case,’ says the committee, 
“is to fall below the best standards of commercial and credit asso- 
ciation ethics.” 

Let the work of ethical redefinition in the business world go 
on ‘The ideas are old and abiding.

For nearly a century thereafter, it seems, this painter was 
neglected, when public notice was again attracted, to him by the 
attention paid him by the American banker. The question has been 
asked whether Mr. Morgan knew that it was largely through the 
patronage of the bankers that Fragonard - first. became f 


famous.

There is in Canada a restrictive impost 
Chinese immigrants. [rom this students, merchants and others of 
like classes are exempted. The aim seems to have been to protect 
Canadian labor. At present there are some 30,000 Chinese in the 
Dominion; of these only about 3000 live as far east as Ontario. 
The Chinese arrivals last year numbered 7745, and of the wealth 
they brought into the country $3,339,443 was taken by the govern- 
ment in the form of a tax. The sum collected is divided between 
the province of entry and the Dominion. The treasury of British 
Columbia, where the bulk of the Chinese settle, received as its share 
of the impost last year about $1,500,000. There is reason to believe 
that a large part, if not all, of the money received on impost, came 
originally not’ from China but from Canada. That 1s, it ts 
that Chinese firms contracting or arranging for supply of 
Chinese labor in Canada pay the imposts and are recouped later 
from the earnings of the imported laborers. The question, then, 
arises, whether in the imposition of the tax on oriental immigra- 
tion there is really any compensatory protection for Canadian and 
other white labor. It must be taken into consideration that the 
imported laborers work for lower wages than is paid the whites 
and that this competition lessens the earning and spending ability 
of the latter.
